We are infiuenced by no political 'feel- 
ings. It is not with the view of turning any party out of 
power, or putting any party into power, that for twenty- 
one years we have cousistently followed the course we have 


done. Supporting schools, too, is noí easy task. We can | 


assure you, that for many «a year we have felt it to be a 
grievous burden, and that all the members of your eom- 
mittee would only be too happy to receive assistance from 
the State, if their conscience would only allow them ‘to close 
with the terms which have been offered. And it is at am 
sant task to turn, as we have done, mendicants. uch 
more agreeable would it be for us, each in his own peculiar 
sphere of duty, to pursue the even tenour of his way, 
than to assemble you here and to beg of you to help us in 
providing schobla, It would be an easier course, by much, 
to reid an application to the commissioners in Dublin, to 
receive in return the Goverament grant. 

Previews to the year 1881, the Government only assisted 
schools in Which the Bible was read, It made use, principally, 
of the Kildare-place Society in distributing its grants. It was 
the rule of this society that ail the children attending its 
schools were to be instructed in the Scriptures, but the version 
might be either the Douay or the Authorised, and the mas- 
ter might be either Protestant or Roman Catholic. No com- 
ment was allowed on the portion of Seripture read, and no 
catechism was used in its schools

from this and from other education societies, and the present 
system of National Education was established. 
The commissioners who reported to Gevernment on the 


subiect of education in the year 1827 advised that the paro 
chia! schools should be maintained in efficiency by the State ; 
thatin these the Bible should form the basis of education ; 
and that sehools, similar in principle to the present National 


Schools, should supplement these ; giving thus a choice to 
the people whether they desired their children to be instruc- 
ted in ‘the Scriptures or not. 

But this was not the system which the Government 
adopted. They had previously made no grants except to 
those schools in whieh the Bible was daily used as a neces- 
sary book in the instruction of the children; but they now 
declared this to be a vital “ defect,” and from that time to the 
present thew bave refused to giveany assistance to any schoo] 
in which the Bible is made a necessary part of the instrne- 
tion. Mr. Stanley's letter, establishing the board, and which 
bas been styled its Magna Charta, stated very distinctly that 
the objection to former systems was because the reading of 
Holy Rcriptures, without note or comment, was peculiarly 
obnoxious to a Church which denies even to adults the right 
of unaided private interpretation iú articles of religious 
Belief.” 

The stem of education existing is not, indeed, Lord Stan- 
ley's system. It is in some respects a much more objec- 
tionabie one. His system, however we may differ from it, 
was, at least, a system of united education; the present one 
is united only in name. Except in its model schools, or in a 


few vested schools. in three provinces, at least, there is no- 
thing at all approaching to united education. 

Now, we need scarcely remind you that our great objection 
to¢he system has been that it does not give to God's Word 
its rig! tful place of paramount authoritv. God has not only 
given us a revelation of Hiimeelf, but He has directed that 
children should be instructed in it. He IIimself declares— 
“Thou shalt teach My Words dilscently to thy children, 
and shelt talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and wher thou liest down, 


and when thou risest up. 

But during school hours, the patron of a National 
School cannot instruct the children in God's Word. He may, 
indeed, teach such of them as choose to remain when school is 
ovef, or such of them as choose to come before schoo! begins. 
but not during the hours of united instruction. They must 
ledrn all other branches of knowledge, save that which is the 


most important of all : it alone is restricted. 

Now. ur committee do not wish to compel any one, 
adult or child, to read the Bible; but what they object to is 
that. within their own schools, they shoald be asked to give 
pledges at variance with what they believe to be their 
bounden duty. It is not merely that they are not allowed to 
instruct the children Who resort to their schools in the Word 
of God. but that they should dauy see these children do dis- 
honomr tr God's Holy Word, by leaving the school when it 
is about to be read, and yet that, by solemp compact, they 
should be bin lere 1 from inviting them to read it, or from 
addressing one single word of WArLIDg OF reproof to those 
who were thus sinning against their own souls. Can 
such a pledge, your committee would ask, be law- 
fully given by any faithful Protestant? Can such 
a pledge, above all, be taken by any Protestant minister, 
who, in the most solemn hour of all his life, had bound him- 
self, in the presence of God and of His congregation, to be 
“ready to banish and drive away all erroneous and strange 


doctrine contrary to God's Word | 

Nor can your committee draw a line of separation between 
religious and secular knowledge. We ean, indeed, teach 
arithmetic, and algebra, and grammar, without any allusions 
to religion, but, certainly, neither history nor morality, Our 
children cannot be taught in a Nationdl 
was such an event as the Reformation, and from our version 
of the commandments we must erase the second ; while, if we 
teach the eighth to a Roman Catholic child, it must be with- 
out opposing the Romish distinction between mortal and 
venial sin, We differ from the Roman Catholic Church, not 
merely on questions of doctrine, but on the very first prin- 
ciples of Christian morals. 

‘Anxious, therefore, as we have always been to co-operate 
with the Government in endeavouring to educate the young, 
we have not been able to put our schools in connection With 
the National Board. 

And we. in this diocesan society of Glendalough were for 
many a year in a position peculiarly painful, because on this 
question we were | laced in apparent antagonism to one whom 
we have always both respected and loved—the Prelate who 
for so many years bas presided over this diocese. 

Your committee need scarcely tell you that the controversy 
which has been carried on for so many years was revived 
witb even greater ardour than ever at the commencement of 
this year. There has been this peculiarity about it, that it 
bas Peen stirred by some of those who, up to the present year 


have been its warmest 'rienas io no one, for Many a year 


was the cause of the Church Education Society more in- 
débted than to the Primate. Your Committee have long 
looked up to him with feelings of respect and of love. They 
have. therefore, the more lo regret the course which he toek 
in the berinnin of this year, when he recommended those of his 
clergy whose schools were in a languishing condition to put 
hem ip commection wilh the Board of National Eduention, 
Your committee are satisfied that this advice was given with 


the best and parest molives; but they mast also add, that in 
their judgment it was a mistake to give such advice, and that, 
had it been at all extensively followed, it would have been moat 
detrimenta!, not only to the interests of the Charch Education 
Society. but to the Welfare of the Church of Ireland. ‘The 
clergy and laity who have supported the Chureh Education 
Society have, almost withogt exception, always declared that 
they did it upon principle, not merely because they deemed 
the Church Education Society system better, but because 
they could not conscientiously connect their schools with the 
National Board. 

Your committee are rejoiced to be able to say that the very 
agitation of this question which has been called out by the 
Primate’s letter has been attended with the greatest benefit 
o the soviety, The laity have taken a much deeper interest 
in ite afla're——its income has been so flourishing, and we 
trust that the issue of the controversy has only been to show 


how very deeply the Church Education Society for Ireland is 


loved and cherised by sound-hearted Protestants. 


Our parochial schools have ever been Protestant, and if 


we deire that the cause of Protestantiem shall flourish in 
Ireland. we shall take care that. they continue so. Your 
comm itee would desire to remind you that we are placed in 
a peculiar position in this country—a minority amidst mech 
lar ger numbers of Roman Catholics ; and that there must ever 
be a tendency in a sinalier religious body to be swallowed 
up by the larger. Nor can we conceal it from ourselves that 


there is very much in Homanism which commends itself to 


our fallen nature. If our pure religion, therefore, is but to 
hold ite own, it can only be by our people being brought up 
from youth in a know ledge of the Holy Scriptures. 

Very earnestly, therefore, do we appeal to all the Protestants 
in our d.ccese to aid us liberally in supporting our schools in 
siicwney. We know that e cause we advocate is dear 
to their hearts; let them not gradge to give to it of their 
substance. It would require only a very small subscription 
from each one to plage our Schools in a state of admirable 
efficiency. To the respectable farmers and yeomanry of our 
country we more especially appeal, It is for the “gu” 
peculiarly, of their children that this society is labouring, an 
we tell them that it is impossible to provide good schools un- 
leas we are prepared to pay good salaries to teachers, and 
unless we supply the schools sufficiently with books and re- 
quisites. We can have no immediate * of any Govern- 
ment assistance. The hardship which we have bcrne so long 
we must be prepared to bear longer still. The Government, 
so far from making any concession to the Protestants of 
Ireland, so far from showing any desire to welcome their late 
converts, are determined to make the system more Romish 
still. They are to contribute more liberally than ever to 
nunnery -schools ; they are about to alter the School - books 
to make them more acceptable to the Romish bishops ; and, 
lastly, they have agreed to increase very largely the Romish 
element in the board, #0 that they are to be as numerous as 
all other denominations together upon it, They will be, in 
fact, dominant, This is to be the system which we are invited 
to join, 

ow fact is, statesmen of all parties seem anxious to treat 
our country as if it were Rom ish. They imagine that they 
will thus purchase the political support of the Roman pr lest - 


hood. 
We have thought it — Am hi peculiar crisis of 
the society, to dwell at greater h than usual upon the 
principle at stake. Aut, while we desire wy . to state 
our sentuments — . — the question, ve @ same time 
wish to be very nt to those who differ from ús, It is 
far from being our desire to te bad motives to those 
who have taken a different vieW of duty from what we have, 
or from what they themselves did formerly, We think 
them to be mistaken, we have not the right, nor have we the 
Wish, to say more than thie, Your committees regret that 
they must pass more ney than usual over the proceedings 
of your diocesan society.
